Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. G The Senate 
by a vote of 40 yeas to 15 nays passed the 
Hoar Presidential-Snccession bill. Three 
amendments were added to the bill today. 
Two of them were important.. One to which 
no objection was made provides that the 
Cabinet officer who shal! sueceed to the Pres- 
idency shall perform the duties of the office 
only until the vacancy shall be legally filled. 
This was one of Mr. Morgan’s .amend- 
ments, which Mr. Hoar accepted. The impor- 
tant amendments which were adopted were 
the one presented by Mr. Ingalls and the last 
one, submitted by Mr. Morgan. Mr. Ingalls’ 
amendment, in substance, provides, in the 
event of the existence of the disability and 
the consequent succession to the Presidential 
office of any Cabinet officer, that Congress, if 
it shall not bein session, shall be convened 
within twenty days for the purpose of pro- 
viding, under existing law, for permanently 
fillmg the vacancy. This amendment was 
adopted by a vote of 29 yeas to 26 nays.

The Senate was unwilling to do more ae 
to provide for the temporary ex — dn 
which might arise by the death, disability, 
or resignation in the office of both President 
and Vice-President, and has provided in the 
bill which passed today only for this tempo- 
rary exigency. The line of suceession Is 
simply diverted from the President pre tem- 
pore of the Senate and Speaker of the House 
to the seven Cabinet officers. But there are 
strict provisions that the Cabinet officer who 
shall succeed shal! do so only for the limited 
term necessary under the existing law for 
filling the office by a general election.

Fatal Errer Made by a Baltimore Drug 
Clerk—A City Policéman the Victim. 
Becta: Didaich to The Chicago Tribune 

Battivoke, Md., Jan. 9.—A horrible case 
of accidental poisoning occurred here about 
1 o'clock this morning, John Pfisterer, a po- 
lice officer, being given a dose of tinctdre of 
aconite through mistake for a drink of 
whisky. The officer éntered Hysore’s drug- 
store; in the horthwestern part of the tity, 
and requested Charles Mezger, a clerk, to 
give him a drink of whisky. David Vellines, 
another clerk, being just then engaged at this 
perscription counter, had been usitig a bottle 
containing tineture of . aconite,. and. as 
hne was hastehing to fill pre- 
scription he lett the poison Upen the eoun- 
tor. Unfortunately the bottle rested where 
an exactly similar one containing whisky 
usually stood, but which, empty, bad 
been removed. Mezger rosé from his seat, 
and, taking the bottle of aconite, poured out 
about an ouhee alid & half, not noticing that 
it was not whisky, as the fluids somewhat re- 
semble each other in appearance. Pfisterer 
had the giass cohtain the poison at his 
lips, When Veillnes saw fim and called out 
sharply: “* Don’t drink that”? But it was too 
late. ‘The officer bad tilted the glass ahd 
swallowed about two-thirds of its contents. 
Medical assistance was summoned, but 
unfortunate man, after two hours of terfi 
agony, expired. ez@er was arrested, — 
subsequently released, when the Coroher's 
jury rendered a verdiet exonerating him 
trom blame.

The average rate of duty on these articies 
is as follows: Sugar and molasses, 52.05 per 
cent; wool and woolen goods, 61.48 per cent; 
silk and manufactures of suk, 60.05 per cent; 
iron and manufactures of iron, 48.38 per cent; 
cotton and manufactures of cotton, 42,08 per 
cent; chemicals, drugs, and medicines, 85.18 
per cent; coffee comes in free. Steel is not 
embraced in the above. The duty on railroad 
steel is $28 per ton, whieli exceeds 100 per 
cent on consumers. On top of these im- 
mense duties on the value of the foreign 
goods is leyied an equal tax on boxing, cart- 
age, storage, shipping, commissions, which 
in the aggregate will add 3 to 5 per cent to 
the tax on the goods. The beauty of the 
whole business is that the domestic manu- 
facturer adds the same tax to his goods and 
exacts it from the consumer.

The special committee of the House who 
have been investigating the office of the 
Clerk of the United States Supreme Court 
have nearly finished their work, and have 
arrived at some sweeping, although perfectly 
reasonable, eonelusions. From the Clerk’s 
own statement it appears that his receipts 
last year were, $44,477, while the entire ex- 
penses of the office were only $15,000. That 
is to say, an employé of the Supreme Court 
received as his compensation pearly three 
times as much as the Chief Justice was paid, 
or about six times the salary of a member of 
Congress. The Clerk is paid by fees, based 
on a scale adopted many years ago, and, in 
order that he may not suffer for the neces- 
saries of life, what are known as “ construct- 
ive fees” are allowed him. The Supreme 
Court, which Is a law unto itself superior to 
all law, has a rule allowing the Clerk 28 
cents per 100 words of the record in @ case, 
the theory being that he furnishes the printer 
with a manuscript copy. As a matter of 
fact the printer gets the original record and 


me Clerk pockets the entire allowance. 


This highly-favored Clerk not only reaches 
for fees in this style, but receives a salary of 
$10 per day for attendance upon the court 
when in session, Last term he drew $1,050 
from this source, and added it to the $2,000 
which he received as fees from attorneys on 
their admittance to practice in the Suprethe 
Court. The iconéclastic committee have 
determined that the revenue of Clerk Me- 
Kinney will stand some shrinkage, and they 
will ask that he be given an anaual salary of 
from $5,000 to $8,000, and an allowance of 
$15,000 from the fees for the expenses of the 
office. A recommendation that the court be 
authorized to revise their rules and reduce the 
fees to figures which will produce simply 
enough to defray the running expenses will 
also be made. It is believed that at least $25,- 
000 per annum can be saved to litigants in 
this way, and although the existing system 
has prevailed for forty years, ana has the 
indorsement of the high and mighty Su- 
preme Court itself, it will have to go. The

J SELECTION OF JURIES. 

We print in another column this morning 
a communication from Mr. A. M. Pence, of 
the Chicago bar, in which he recommends a 
radical change in the manner of selecting 
juries in this State. Mr. Pence suggests 
that Commissioners be appointed by the 
courts to do this work, and that they be men 
who shall have no other public duty to per- 
form; he is desirous, however, of receiving 
other suggestions preparatory to presenting 
the subject to the Legislature, which he has 
been empowered to do by the State Bar As- 
sociation, and is inclined to insist only upon 
the condition that the selection of juries shall 
be taken altogether out of the hands of the 
County Commissioners. 

The qualification for jury sérvice as de- 
fined by the statute in this State is of a char-

The abuses of the jury system in the large 
cities due to negligence or the improper in- 
terference of County Commissloners are 
scarcely more reprehensible than those of the 
country districts, Where it is the custom of 
the County Boards to employ the juty service 
for the reward of political retainegs and 
strikers. Ine juries in Chicago are aptto be 
made up largely of ignorént or depraved 
men, since any man who votes is likely to 
be drawn for jury service without regard to 
his charaeter or information; bub in the rural 
districts the duty of selection Is prostituted 
by chodsing men who have been or promise 
po of political usefulness and paying them 
by giving them jury places as often as the 
Jaw permits. It is a question whether the 
practice of no selection or that of selecting 
poiitical bummers is the more detrimental to 
the cause of justice, but it is evident that 
both abuses should be corrected by placing 
the selection of juries directly within the 
jurisdiction of the courts, which are re- 
sponsible to the people for the administra- 
tion of justice. Commissioners appointed by 
the courts for this purpose, with no political 
attachments and no axes to grind, would be 
competent to furnish the State with good 
juvies by satisfying themselves that the men 
they select have the qualifications requiyed by 
the statute.

WILL CONGRESS PROPOSE IT? 

President Arthur in his message to Con- 
gress earnestly appealed to that body to sub- 
mit to the country an amendment to the Con- 
stitution enabling the President to veto 
items in an appropriation bill te which he 
may have legal or other objections, without 
at the same time vetoing the other parts of 
the bill. The reasons given by the President 
for such an amendment were unanswerable, 
but up to this date, though the “ reforfhers”’ 
swarm in both Houses of Congress, not one 
of them has prepared and submitted such an 
amendment to Congress. 

We know of no proposition that would 
be more acceptabie to the country than that 
proposed by the President. It is one of the 
great governmental reforms of the times. 
The act reforming the civil service finds its 
most acceptable and reformatory provisions 
in those sections which purify the legislative 
branch of the Government from the abuses 
growing out of the association of the Legisla- 
ture with the distribution of Executive pat- 
ronage. 

Tne next abuse to which Congress ts sub- 
jected is that of log-rolling in the way of ap- 
priations. A vast number of schemes for ex- 
pepditure of public money are presented, of 
which, if submitted separately, but a small 
percentage could command a respectable 
vote, much less an approval. But these are 
combined into one and the same bill, and in 
this way, under eover of the few meritori- 
ous items, the Representatives in Congress 
are foreed to vote against the proper and le- 
gal appropriations, or, to secure them, to vote 
for all the items in the bill. When the bill is 
submitted to the President he ise subjected to 
the saine improper coercion. He must ap- 
prove the whole or veto the whole, and at 
the last session of Congress, when the Presi- 
dent refused to approve the whole bill, the 
log-rollmg system in Congress prevailed over 
the whole veto, and the bill was passed. 
Ever since the pas of that bill the revela- 
tions .eolicerumEg appropriations have 
been startling. The Secretary of War 
has in a public statement pointed 
out appropriations! exceeding a million of 
dollars for useless aud wasteful purposes. 
A member of the House has furnished eyi- 
dence showing that during a series of years 
a succession of large appropriations of public 
money were made for the exclusive beneilt 
of a single family whose private property 
was made more valuable under the fraud of 
a great public work. Other instances where 

‘public money was appropriated year after 
year for private purposes have also been dis- 
closed, showing that the same scandalous 
profligacy, amounting to dishonesty and 
fraud, has been practiced under this log-roll- 
ing system of legislation. 

The aim ot every member of Congress is 
to have an appropriation of public money to 


they can do so by paying twice what they 
when they heard her the first time.

Mr. Mapleson’s agent, in his interview with 
a representative of Tuas TRIBUNE, stated on 
Monday afternoon that be had received no 
intimations when Patti would sing. We have 
already supplied that information, and it will 
not be received very graciously by those who 
have paid out their money and bought the 
privilege of taking their wives to hear Pattt 
once for $40. That Col. Mapleson’s dis- 
patch is a little thin is evidenced by the 
fact that, although he has sent casts for the 
entire week, he has not yet decided what to 
do on Saturday night. Mr. Mapleson has 
not dealt fairly with the Chicago public. If 
that public, however, is disposed to swallow 
such treatment without protest because 
opera is fashionable, and to throw away its 
money without any knowledge of where it is 
going or any care, so that they get an oppor- 
tunity to appear at her Majesty’s opera, why, 
then, Col. Mapteson is not to de blamed. If 
people will put their noses on the grindstone 
and desire him to turn he would be very 
foolish not to do so. It is possible, however, 
that after the noses. have been worn down 
pretty smooth the infatuated victims may 
rise in their wrath and pfotest in a manner 
that will be understood. In the present case

quires that jurors shall be inhabitants of the 
town; not exempt from serving on juries; 
of the age of 21 and under 60 years old; in the 
possession of their natural faculties, and not 
infirm nor decrepit; “free from all legal ex- 
ceptions, of fair character, of approved in- 
tegrity, of sound judgment, well informed, 
and who understand the English language.” 
If every juror corresponded to this descrip 
tion there would be no reason for complaint. 
A man of “fair character and approved in- 
tegrity” is in no danger of being corrupted 
by tue usual methods of the shysters, and if 
he is also of “sound judgment” and well 
informed” he is not at all likely to sacrifice 
the interests of society nor to override the 
law for the benefit of the crimina! class.

Seven new suits have been commenced dur- 
ing the year.

The Eastern Roads Form a Pian tor 
Weighing Car-Load Freight. . 

The Chicago Committee of East- Bound Freight 
Traffic held its regular weekly meeting yester- 
day at Commissioner Moore's office, ail the 
roads in the east-bound pool from this city be- 
ing represented. The only work done was the 
cousideration ofa plan for weighing . car-load 
troight both on business arriving here from the 
East as well as that being shipped to the East. 
The plan, which is similar to the one under 
which the Western Railway Weighing Associa- 
tion carries on its business, was adopted, and 
will pow be referred to the General Managers 
forapproval. After the new arrangement bas 
been put into effect all car-joad freignt will be 
charged by actual weight per 100 pounds instead 
of per car-load as at present, 

It is about two years since the Western roads 
formed an association for weighing all ar- load 
freght shipped or received and cburging for 
actual weight. At first considerable opposition 
towards the association was wanifested by the 
shippers. This opposition has since been aban- 
doned and most shippers admit the practical 
benefit to them from this system through the 
protection afforded against a discrimination in 
weight to which they were formerly subject. 

Western roads bave for some time past 
been urging upon the Eastern lines the desira- 
bility of their forming a similar organization for 
the protecuon of their revenue and tu relieve 
their Westeru connections of the multitude of 
claims arising from increasing the weight ou 
cur-lot transfers from Western receiving points 
to destination. These efforts of the Western 
lines are now about to wned with success. 
as the weizhtng system wilt no doubt be adopted 
by the Gencrai Managers of Eastern lines, to 
whom the plan adopted by the committee of 
— Freight Ageuts yesterday has been ro- 
lerre ;

KILLED AT A DANCE, 


Officer Sergei, Surrounded by a Riot- 
ous Crowd, Bilis John Marzak. 
Officer Peter Svergel, although he is not yet 
booked upon any charge, remains in the vustody 
of his brother police officers of the West Twelftu 
Street Station, and is being deid by them to 
await the action of the Coroner's jury at 
the inquest; which is to be heid today at 
2 o'clock at the station. The remains of his 
victim, John Marzak, are lymg at No. 111 Bunker 
street, the home of the deceased’s family, and 
were visited yesterday by a very large propor- 
tion of the Botemian settiers in the south- 
western portion of the citr,. many of 
whom express considerable indignation con- 
ceruing the ‘'s act. The witness- 
es of the affray are all Bobemians of 
the lower ano more superstitious class, and talk 
very little if any Boglish. It will therefore be 
an impossibility to get anything like a straignt 
story trom them until they are compelled to teil 
what they know, under Oath, to the Coroner's 
jury. Officer Soergel yesterday morning swore 
out a warrant for the arrest of Jobn 
Vobdurcak, an aphbholeterer, 8 years of 
age, whom de identifies as the young 
man ne bad under arrest when the fatal affray 
took piace. The officer states that the ecnovl- 
bouse adjoining the Bobemian Catholic Church 
At the corner of Despiaines and De Koven 
streets is on his post, and being aware that a 
festival was there in ress he kept rather 
ciose watch of the place, expecting that some 
disturbance efther amoug the participants in the 
festival or between them and outsiders was 
sure to take place before morning. He denies 
having loafed about the place, as the dead man's 
son charges him with having done. Sbortly be- 
fore Z o'clock be visited the school-house und 
was asked in to have supper. The supper-room 
and an improvised saloon or barroom were on 
the lower floor, and the dance hall upon 
the upper tivor. He had not been long 
scouted when there was a noise of a 
scuffle up-stairs, and he was called upon to go 
up and quell the disturbance. He did so, and 
would have taken Vubdurcak, whom he did not 
then know, iato custody bad not bis friends in- 
terfered aud rescued him. One faetion wanted 
the young upholsterer removed from the hall, 
and demanded that the officer arrest him, while 
the other faction opposed. He contented himseit 
by separating the combatants and restoring 
order. Vobdurcak weat down-éstairs immediate- 
ly and engaged in another brawi more serious 
than the tirst. The officer then determined to 
arrest him, and did so, but the crowd present 
in the bar- room, not Knowing of the previous 
row perhaps, with ope accord took the part of 
the young Bohemian, and aided aim in 
resisting the officer and in effecting his escape. 
Soergel says there were cigbteeu or twenty Bo- 
bemians of all ages close about him striking at 
bun and forcing him to let go of his prisoner. 
He warned them back several times, and, by 
way of enforcing the threats he made, took 
out bis revolver several times and put 
it back again without using it. 
He could not drive thein back 
however, and fearing, from their wiid and ex- 
cited and perbaps intoxicated nature that they 
would do him violence, be drew bis revolver, 
cocked it, and ordered them to stand back. They 
kept closinsin upon him. however, and te tired 
dowhwards at the foremost of bis assailants. 
— be suys, was in the van of the attack ing 

party. 

Soergel's act is regretted by all the members 
of the force, but they do not blame him for firing 
if he really thought he was iu danger. Nearly 
all the policeomed who bave been on the force 
any length of time, and especially those who 
have served in the West ‘iwelfth or Hinman 
street districts, know what it isto deal wtth an 
excited and exasperated crowd of fighting for- 
eignersin a dance- hall. The lower ciasses of the 
Bobemians especiaily have no regard for the 
official dignity of a policeman, and members of 
the force have often suffered cruelly at their 
hands. Soergel has seen such rows and been in 
them before. 

The deceased, John Marzak, appears to have 
been an honest, hard-working,-and peaceuabiv 
man, but, like many of bis race, the possessor 
of a fiery, impetuous temper. He was 50 years 
of age, a stonemason by occupation, and was 
employed as janitor of the chureb. He leaves 
afamily of four grown-up children, of whom 
every body speaks well.

He Was Been Turned Loose from the 
Michigan Peniteatiary by Gov.

LANSING, Mich., Jan. 9.—Among the first 
of Gov.

Suggested, 
To the Haitor of The Chicago Trikyne, 


Cm. Jan. 8.—At the recent meeting of. 


the Lilinois State Bar Association at Springidel, 


after a full discussion, tne following resolution 


was adopted: 7 

That it is the opinion of this assodia- 
tiom that selection of persons to serve on juries 
in this State should be made.by a commission of 
one or more persona, to be appointed by the 
court, and who should hold no other office or 
have any other public duty to perform, 

I was appoluted one of a committee to bring 
the subject matter of the fesoiution to the at- 
teu uou of the Legisiature now io session. 

There le no special objection to be made to the 
qualifications of jurors as mow prescribed by 
the statute, nor to the other regulations of the 
statute, 

This resolution was adopted by practicing 
lawyers, who oceupy the best positions for ob- 
taifihg informacion upon the subjéct.

For the Upper Mississippi Valley, light 
snow followed by clearing weather, wind 
shifting to northwesterly, stationary or 
higher temperature, and higher pressure, 

Fur the Missouri VaWey colder fair weather, 
northerly winds, and higher pressure. 

For the Ohio Valley and Tennessee in- 
creasing cloudiness, with light rain or snow, 
variable winds, mostly westerly, and station- 
ary or higher temperature. 

The rivers will remain nearly stationary. 

The Chief Signal Officer furnishes the fol- 
lowing special bulletin: 

The barometer is highest in Nevada and 
Utah, low in the Lake Superior region, and 
lowest on the North Carolina coast, where a 
storm of great energy, moving in a north- 
easterly track, is central.

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THE DUBLIN TRAGEDY. 


Surrender of a Man Who Claims to 


Have Assisted in the Murder ot 
Cavendish and Burke. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicage | 

Rocurstren, N. V., Jan, 9.—0) th 
day of last November a man walked into the 
once of J. B. Fuller, Justice of the Peace at 
Holley, Orleans County, and said he wanted 
to give himself up as one of the murderers of 
Lord Cavendish and Under-Secretary Burke 
in Phoenix Park on the 6th of May last.

Peter Turney aud Tunis 
Me Donald were two of the three parties who 
helped mein the murder of Burke and Cav- 
endish at Dublin, in the Phoonix Park, near 
the Mansion House. We were in 
a cab, and there were four of us. 
I do not know who the fourth 
man was. There were twelve men stationed 
in the park to assist us in ense we needed 
help. We were drawn by lot from a Fenian 
vrganization in Dublin in the rear of Patrick 
street. The deed was dove with daggers, 
aud «done very quickly. Cavendish was 
struck first. Burke turned and said: Oh. you 
villain” Burke wore white gloves and Cav- 
We ail got back into 
the cab and drove back to the street, where 
we separated and went each by — 
name as being with me in the murder in New 
York.
